Allowable Subject Matter 



3. Claims 3 and 9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims 3 and 9, include the limitation, "wherein said one of said first light 
source, said second light source and said third light source emits light with a different 
light intensity compared to the remaining light sources in said fourth light emission 
period." With the modification provided by Pate (previous rejection mail date: 
5/12/2009) to change the emission intensities of one of the light sources in the fourth 
emission period, the idea previously taught by Yoshinaga that the ratio of the light 
amounts of the first, second and third light sources in their respective periods is the 
same as the ratio of the light amounts of each of the three light sources in the fourth 
emission period, is no longer deemed obvious. Pate is being used to teach away from 
this feature of Yoshinaga, therefore, claims 3 and 9 contain allowable subject matter.
